Captain W. A. Cameron of the Y. 
M. C. A. spoke for an hour last night, 
before a large and deeply interested 
audience, in McDougall church. — His 
subject was the work of the Y. M. C. 
A. in France, the aims and accom- 
plishments of the organizction, and 
the great need cf sustaining that work 
financially. Without making a direct 
appeal for subscriptions he declared 
his conviction that Canada would pro- 
vide the $760,000 asked for to enable 
the Y. M, C. A, to continue to do ef- 
fective service in behalf of the »doys 
who had put the “vim" in Vimy, 

Dr. Tory presided and, after Rey. 
Dr. W. L. Armstrong had offered pray- 
er and the audience had sung two 
verses of “Onward Christian soldiers,” 
Captain Cameron was introduced and 
was given a most enthusiastic greet- 
Ing. The speaker toached upon some 
of the activities.of the Y, M. C. A, 
among the soldiers at the front, and 
explained the purpose for which the 
expenditures were made. For exam- 
ple $60,000 would be needed to provide 
paper and envelopes for letter writing. 
Yet who could not gay that these fac- 
ilities were not among the most im- 
portant agencies for good that could 
be imagined? <A thousand dollara a 
month would be spent on concerts, 
to offset the influences of the “wet 
canteens.” ‘For the life of us, some 
of us can’t see why there should be 
any wet cantcens "’ remarked 
Capt. Cameron, amid applause, add- 


Ing that the concerts weer putting the | 


canteens out of business at that very 
hour. For baseball goods alone $25,- 
000 was to be paid out, which was 
more than either of the big leagues 
spent in a season. 
Cornered Baseball Market 
The Y. M. C. A. had _iiterally 
cornered the market in baseballs and 
when the American ambassador want- 
ed some recently he had to come with 
® properly humble request to the Y. 
M. CG, A., who graciously allowed him 
a few. Twenty-five tons.of maple su- 
gar were taken over for the Canadian 
boys, the French government letting 
down the import barriers for it to en- 
ter the country. The great new head- 
quarters building on the Strand was to 
cost another $60,000, The money, de- 
clared the speaker, was being spent 
wisely and in some cases lavishly for 
the boys by whose life blood the tree 
of Iiberty was being watered. The 
business was being administered, he 
said, at a cost of less than one per 
cent, a record of efficiency only ap- 
proached by the Patriotic fund. 
Y. M. C, A. Power to Grow 
Captain Cameron predicted ,that af- 
ter the war the Y. .M. C. A. would 
be found to have. developed into a 
powerful and influential organization. 
He said that it was not only uplifting 
the lives of the soldiers but that It 
was strengthening the morale of the 
whole Canadian army. He repeated 
his assertion, made at the Rotary club 
meeting, that the vast majority of 
young Canadians had kept their man- 
hood clean and urisullied and that 
character was steadily being devel- 
oped through the efforts of the Y. M. 
CG, A.

ganization, adding: “If the churches 
do not learn from tho experiences of 
this institution, if they do not get over 
their stiffness and starch, if they do 
not get active and roll up their sleeves 
and go to work as the Y. M. Cc.

“Then too, I think IT ought to say its 
work has been progressive as well as 


constructive, A year ago there were 
twelve officers in France and seven- 
tean in IEingland.; today there are 


thirty-two officers in France and fifty- 
three in England, and within a few 
weeks this number will have increased 
to a hundred, A year ago seven centres 
were operated n England and thirty- 
three in France; today there are 
thirty-four in England and fifty in 
France. Wherever the British soldier 
goes the Y.M.C.A, is on his track with 
ita practical and unselfish works of 
love, The institution continues to pro- 
vide good things men need for thelr 
bodies as well as food for the mind 
and papers and books, in magazines 
and lectures, It reminds men of home 
by supplying free paper and envelopes.

COUNCIL APPOINTS COMMITTEE 
TO INSPECT CITY ASSESSMENTS 


Aldermen Douglas, Bellamy and Martin Are Chosen For This Work. 
—Large Amount of Routine Business Come Up For Dis- 
cussion—Shorter Hours for Blacksmiths. 


Council met in special session on 
Thursday afternoon, the primary ob- 
ject being to appoirit a special commit- 
tee for the purpose of going through 
the 1917 assessment rolls, City As- 
sessor Walker having announced that 
the preparation of the assessment had 


advanced to such a stage that this 
should now be done, 
In addition, council transacted a 


considerable amount of routine busi- 
ness, 

Aldermen Douglas, Bellamy and 
Martin were appointed as a special 
committee to go through the assess- 
ments, 

The matter of the Grierson appeal 
against assessment, which has recently 
been decided against the city in the 
Supreme Court of Canada at Ottawa, 
come up owing to, the receipt of a let- 
ter from the city’s agents at Ottawa 
confirming the judgment against the 
city, as reported in the Bulletin several 
days ago. 

Shorter Hours For Blacksmiths. 

The by-law enforcing the closing 
of all blacksmith’s shops within the 
city at 5 o'clock in the afternon until 
5 a.m. received its third reading, and 
now goes to the utilities commission 
for approval, 

Following the representations of a 
delegation from the blacksmiths, a 
clause Was cut out which had reference 
to the serving of customers who were 
in the shop immediately before the 
closing hour, as it was pointed out 
that this point was fully covered by the 
city charter, 

O.N.R, Want Reduceiton, 

The Canadian Nofthern Railway Co, 
want to make a bargain with the city 
In regard to their arrears of taxes, 
and also want a reduction on the 
future assessments of their yards, 

Mr. Nicholls appeared before coun- 


cil, on behalf of the C.N.R., and said 
that this matter of taxes harked back 
to 1912, and some even prior to that 
time. Appeals against the assessment 
had been made annually and had been 
disallowed. At the present time the 
arrears amounted to $22,769, and the 
company wanted to get down to a 
basis of settlement with the idea of 
effecting a compromise with the elty. 

Suggesting what would be agreeable 
to the company, Mr. Nicholls said that 
they would be willing to pay $18,600, 


and have $4,169 of the arreara can- 
celled by the city. It was asked that 
the assesment of the C.N.R. yards, 


which were ussessed for shed purposes 
alone, be reduced from $627,000 to 
$300,000, 

Eventually the matter was referred 
to the consideration of the special 
assessment committee, along with the 
finance committee. 

H. 8. Rossum asked permission to 
build a one or two-storey building at 
Jasper and Second in contravention of 
the bylaw. The request was granted, 
piearm en Pheasey and Kinney dissent 
ne. 

Settlement Recommended, 

The claim of the Edmonton Con- 
tracting Company, which is one of the 
heritage of claims for suspended con- 
tracts left over from 1914, was before 
council, and the commussioners recom- 
mended terms of settlement which 
were satisfactory to the interested 
parties, and were eventually approved 
by ecouncik The original claim was 
for $11,400, which, afier negotiations, 
was reduced to $2,000, The company 
now stated that they were prepared to 
release the city from all obligations 
provided that there was an immediate 
cash settlement of $1,500,

“IT haven't seen an armed Fritz for 
twelve months,” said Captain Harry 
Coombs, D.C.M., of Peace River, who 
is in Edmonton today after a brief 
visit on furlough to the north country.

“Their morale is absolutely all 
continued Captain Coombs. 
“They fight just because they have 
to, They have no initiative exeept the 
initiative of shouting ‘Kamerad,’" 

Captain Coombs arrived on the FE, 


D. and Ff, CG. train frem the north 
Wednesday night, after having had a 
four day visit to Peace River, the 
town which he had left when news 
was first received that war had been 
declured. He was the first north 
country soldier to enlist. Hoe left 


town overland for Grouard, thence by 
boat and train for Edmonton.

On or about the 19th day of January, 
between the hours of 6 and 7 o'clock 
at the corner of 1018t and Jasper, Mra. 
Lawrence Was a passenger on one of 
the street cars, It was claimed that 
the defendant's servants negligently 
ond carelessly operated the car while 
Mrs. Lawrence was descending and 
by the negligence she was severely 
and permanently injured, suffering se- 
vere physical, mental and nervous 
shock, 

Mr. Lawrence claimed damages for 
the loss of the services of his wife at 
the rate of $80 per month and costs 
for medica] fees, also general dam- 
ages fer $2,000. Margaret Jane Law- 
renee sued for $5,000 damages and 
costs,

CHINESE NATIONALISTS ARE IN 
FEAR OF WESTERN CIVILIZATION 


Distinguished Republican in Edmonton Tells of National Affairs in 
Orient—Editor Kung Yee-Sang Says Majority of 130,000 China- 
men in Canada and United States Want War With Germany. 


Because they are afraid that wes- 
tern civilization will get a larger hold 
on the Chinese nation, a few Nation- 
alists in the Chinese cabinet are put- 
ting up a strenuous opposition to a 
declaration of war between China and 
Germany. This is the opinion of Mr 
Kung Yee-Sang, chairman of the 
Industrial Committee of Canton and 
Industrial Advisor of Chehkiang, 
China, and editor of two papers in 
China, two in the U . and one in 
Hawali. In an interview on Thursday 
Mr Yee-Sang stated that China's 
doors are open to the Christian re- 
ligion and that in the majority of 
enses when a Chinaman comes to this 
continent he renouneces his old be. 
liefs and professes the Christian re- 
ligion, 

Mr. Kung

One of the earliest historic events, 
so far’as humans have kept records 
of them, occurred on May 11.

B.C,, that the Egyptians under Pharoa 
were drowned in the Red Sea. The 
next historical event of this day of 
which there is any record takes place 
almost two thousand years later, and 
is the burning in public of James de 
Molai, grand master, and fifty-four 
knights of the Temple in Paris. They 
were condemned on confessions of 
Islamism and Paganism, extorted on 
the rack, and afterwards retracted,

MINNESOTA ADMITTED TO THE 
UNION, 


Fifty-nine years ago today Minne- 
sotn became a_ state In the United 
States and added another star to the 
fing that ie today the world's symbol 
of liberty, When Minnesota was ad- 
mitted its inhabitants numbered ap- 
proximately 150,000, Today she tis 
one of the greatest states In the Union, 
with a population of over 2,000,000. 
The act admitting the state to the 
Union was passed and approved May 
1t, 1858. Trials and visissitudes had 
trailed this momentous event In an un- 
broken string until that time. ‘ 

The first legislature of the state 
convened December 857, and con- 
tinued until Mareh 1858, when it 
took a recess to await the admission 
of the new state, There was a great 
scareity of the almighty dollar at the 
time, and when an effort was made 
fo negotiate a $250,000 loan, the 
money barons refused to listen, be- 
cause, they said, all acts of the self- 
constituted legislature were illegal and 
ihe embryo state's credit was worth- 
less Whereupon negotiable notes In 
the form of bank notes were issued 
ind became more or less current, For 
« time they were discounted, but when 
the act admitting the state to the 
Union was passed, they became worth 
par and eventually were redeemed, 

It is eurtous to reflect upon all of 
these obstacles that were in the way 
of the progress of Minnesota, for to- 
day there is in the hands of the trea- 

iver of that state a permanent fund 
of more than $26,000,000, and it is ex- 
nected that within the next forty or 
fifty years this sum will be in creased 
to $250,000,000 or $800,000,000, The 
only form of celebration that takes 
place in Minnesota to commemorate 
her entrance into the Union is the

THE NEWSPAPERS OF GERMANY. 

The newspapers of Germany have 
heen almost entirely under the heel of 
the censor ever since the war hegan, 
and as the censorship has been in the 
hands of the German general staff, 
which practically rules the country, 
journalism has been in a very bad way 
in that country, The one exception 
has been the Socialist paper ‘“Vor- 
waerts,"" edited by the brilliant Mavyi- 
millan Harden, and it has suffered for 
lis plain speaking by frequent sup- 
pression, The leader of the fire-eating 
papers in the empire is perhaps the 
Frankfurter Zeitung, which is in 
many respects the greatest of German 
newspapers, Curiously enough the 
guiding spirit of the paper is a woman, 
rau Simon-Sonnemann, who inherit- 
ed the property from her father and 
has carried Out his raeas since his 
death, The paper is read by all the 
Conservatives in the empire ,and is 
said to have started the campaign 
agajnst England,
